Treatment of Animals. 


A veterinary surgeon tells me that | 
methods used in animal surgery have im- | 
proved enormously of late years. Some 
of the veterinary schools in America, I 
believe, are equipped with nearly as many 
appliances as our modern 
hospitals, and animals which have to 
undergo operations are treated as pain- 
lessly as human beings. One of the most 
useful modern inventions for use in 
animal ‘surgery is the fluoroscope—a sort 
of attachment to the X-ray apparatus 
which permits the surgeon to see all that 
is taking place inside the animal during 
the operation 

The different reactions of different 
animals to the ministrations of the 
surgeon are most interesting. Dogs make 
the best patients. No animal will endure 
so much involuntary pain as he. An in- 
telligent dog will often submit to a pain- 

operation without an anesthetic once 
he realises that the surgeon is helping to 
relieve his pain. Cats will not submit 
voluntarily to the simplest operation, and 
leopards and tigers have to be tightly 
bound. On the other hand, an elephant 
rarely gives any trouble to his doctor. 
An intelligent elephant will even lift up 
his trunk and hold his head stil! to enable 
the surgeon to extract a painful tooth.

That his life is held to be a hideous 
mockery in Rudolf Besier’s play will affect 
him little now, but it is also something of a 
criticiam of everything for which his genera- 
tion stood. 

Last night the Gaiety Theatre was filled 
with an audience that was thrilled and, 

rhaps, scandalised by this play that must 

termed great. In “ The Barretts of Wim- 
pole Street “ Rudolf Besier has written a play 
that is as likely to achieve permanence as 
anything written during recent years, partly 
because of the: immortality of its leading 
characters, but only little less so by the art 
with which these people have been presented.

SOCIETY. 


FREE STATE SUCCESSES. 


-DAY the forty-third annual exhibition 

I of the Royal Drawing Society opens in 

the Guildhall Art Gall, London. The 
past forty-three years have seen many changes 
in educational methods, but in the teaching of 
Art the change has, happily, been sweeping. 
Visitors to the Royal Drawing Society s show 
of drawings and paintings by the young 
people of Britain and the Dominions wil 
agree that a method of teaching which trains 
boys and girls from their earliest years to 
observe the beauty and movement of the 
world they live in must develop their intel- 
ligence. When, in addition, they can so 
clearly memorise the results of their observa- 
tions that they are able to reproduce them 
correctly after a lapse of time, the training 
becomes invaluable. 

This power of visualisation, quite apart 
from the real pleasure it adds to life, is an 
immens:s help, first in general education, and 
later in any trade or profession. particularly 
that of teaching. Modern methods of teachin 
history, geography and other subjects deman 
an ability in the teacher to draw freely on 
the blackboard from memory. This trainin 
in memory-drawing must be begun in child- 
hood, while the observation is fresh and keen. 
Except in rare cases of natural ability, the 
adult cannot master it during the limited 
period of a teachers’ training course. 

As the entries for the exhibition run into 
thousands of drawings, it is only possible to 
hang the best on the screens, though all are 
actually on view. The ground covered in- 
cludes nearly every branch of Art, but it is 
noticeable that figures, animals and machines, 
being endowed with movement, are the most 
popular subjects among these youthful 
draughtsmen. The special screens devoted to 
snapshot drawings show that Mr. Ablett, the 
Founder and Art Director of the Society, is 
fully justified in attaching so much importance 
to this particular branch of training. 

On two of these screens will be found 
drawings of a young exhibitor from the Irish 
Free State, Ida Early, a pupil of the Ablett 
=e eeeaseeaewant Studio, Dublin. For 
i j these sketches of life 
and movement in the 
Dublin streets this 
promising young 
artist has been 
awarded a Silver 
Star.

“THE GHOST TRAIN” AT 
THE GRAFTON. 


“The Ghost Train ” has been an outstand. 
ing success on the stage. It was one of the 
most effective silent films, and now. as a 
“tulkie,”” it repeats its previous successes. 
In its latest guise it is just a little less of « 
“thriller’’ than those who have seen it 
before will remember, and it is a great deal 
more of a comedy. The description “a 
comedy thriller’’ fits it exactly; the comedy 
element is very pronounced, but when the 
thrills come they are sufficiently effective. 

It will probably remembered that 
Arnold Ridley’s play deals with a number 
of travellers who are stranded in a lonely 
railway station, said to be haunted by a 
ghostly train. The story shows how they are 
affected until one member of the party lays 
the ghost and solves the problem. The party 
is assorted, so that clarity of characterisation 
gives scope for some of the funniest scenes 
in recent films. The film is much funnier 
than the play, and as a co uence it is 
splendid entertainment. Those who like their 
“thrills’’ in moderation and their laughter 
in generous measure will really like ‘*‘ The 
Ghost Train’’; it is a long series of laughs 


REALISM. 


For the making of “ The Ghost Train” the 
Great Western Railway of England cv- 
operated with the producers, and gave assist. 
ance that will be readily recognised as most 
valuable. Permission was given to open up 
two miles of disused railway track in the 
Avon Valley, including the station at Camer. 
ton, where several scenes were filmed. The 
permission included the use of two trains and 
the right to take scenes at the famous Ewing 
Bridge at Barmouth in North Wales. The 
inhabitants at Camerton took such interest 
in the doings of the film-makers that many 
of them were allowed to act as passengers in 
the train used for the picture. How the 
Swing Bridge at Barmouth was used will be 
seen when a train rushes to destruction and 
hurls itself over the bridge into the swirling 
waters. There are few scenes that can give 
the same thrilling effect as a railway train 
rushing to destruction, and, no matter how 
often the scene is repeated, the effect of the 
awesome spectacle does not seem to be 
lessened. In “The Ghost Train ” this is one 
of the most spectacular scenes which, taken 
with the fearsomely funny scenes at the 
station, makes it such delightful entertain 


ment. 
RICH COMEDY. 

The comedy is in the capable hands of 
Jack Hulbert and Cicely Courtneidge, so that 
there is a plentiful supply of laughter when 
they are holding the screen. Hulbert plays 
with rich gusto the “silly ass” part of 
Teddy Deakin. He tries to liven up things 
for his fellow wayfarers, but they are all so 
strung-up waiting for something dreadful to 


| happen that audiences will experience more 


of the fun than they did. Cicely Courtneidge 
gives a rich study of Miss Bourne, and is 
particularly amusing in the scene where that 
strictly #@brought-up lady becomes slightly 
tipsy in her determination not to be awed. 

One of the outstanding performances is the 
study of the stationmaster, Saal 
Hodgkin, given by Donald Calthrop. Those 
who remember his performance in “ Black- 
mail” will expect much, and they will not 
be disappointed.

In “The Ghost Train ” the melodrama is 
good, but the comedy is much better; +o 
good is the comedy, indeed, that it 
occasionally gets the better of the melodrama 
and gives a slightly wrong twist to the story. 
Nevertheless, this is an excellent British film, 
splendidly acted, competently directed, and 
calculated to give more than its cost in 
entertainment. ‘‘ The Ghost Train”’ is most 
emphatically a film that should be seen.

THE POTEEN PROBLEM. 


the subject that Northern Ireland is 
responsible for eighty per cent. of the 
convictions for the manufacture of illicit 
spirits throughout the whole of the Wnited 
Kingdom. This is an unenviable distinc- 
tion, but the frequent seizures of poteen, 
and the organised raids by the police in 
boggy and hilly districts along the border 
seem to show that it is not unmerited. 

Representatives of the licensed trade in 
the Six -Counties. have invited the 
Northern Ireland Imperial members of 
Parliament to use their infiuence at 
Westminster to secure a reduction of duty 
on spirits and beer, and it was asserted 
that one of the principal reasons for the 
decline of the itimate trade was the 
prevalence of illicit spirits, and that 
“not a single day passes without some 
publican in Northern Ireland being asked 
to purchase a quantity of poteen.” 

It was added that evasions might be 
expected to continue, as the poteen manu- 
facturers had the sympathy and support 
of that section of the community who 
found themselves deprived of wholesome 
liquors through excessive taxation. A 
curious sequel to the decrease in the con- 
fumption of spirits is the increase in the 
drinking of cheap Australian wine.

t. It is stated’ that aeroplanes, tanks | 
and armoured cars are being transported 
across Siberia, and that reinforcements are 
at the military bases in the 
The inhabitants of all

IN BRITAIN.

IMPROVEMENT IN MANY 
TRADES. 


The Secretary to the British Ministry of 
Labour announces that it is estimated that 
at the 2ist March, 1932, there were 
approximately 9,439,000 insured persons, 
aged 16-64, in employment in Great 
Britain. This was 146,000 more than a 
month before, and 166,000 more than a 
year before. 

The improvement during the past month 
affected most of the principal industries of 
the country. It was especially marked in 
the building, coal-mining, and cotton and 
wool textile industries, textile bleaching, 
finishing, etc., tailoring, the construction 
and repair of motor vehicles, cycles, and 
aircraft, general engineering, meta! goods 
manufacture, the pottery industry, and 
the distributive trades. 

On the other hand, there was a small 
set-back in the boot and shoe industry 
and docks and harbour services. 

At 2ist March, 1932, the numbers of 
unemployed persons on the registers of 
ethployment exchanges in Great Britain 
were 2.042.444 wholly unemployed, 422,676 
temporarily stopped, and 192.212 normally 
in casual employment, making a total of 
2,47 332. 

This was 133,841 less than the number 
on the registers at 22nd February, 1932, 
and 12,786 leas than-a year before.
